Meet  Ms.  Kelly, 

New  Housemaster 

When  students  arrived  in  September  at  Braintree 
High  School,  they  were  greeted  by  many  new  faces.  A 
number  of  new  teachers  were  hired  this  year,  as  well  as  a 
number  of  new  administrators.  With  the  enrollment  at  the 
high  school  growing  to  the  largest  it  has  been  since  the 
eighties,  a new  administrative  position  was  created  this 
year,  filled  by  Ms.  Suzanne  Kelly. 

The  administration  of  the  high  school  is  set  up 
differently  from  that  of  middle  or  elementary  schools.  The 
entire  school  is  overseen  by  the  headmaster,  while  students 
are  divided  into  houses  that  are  headed  by  housemasters. 

Up  until  this  year,  there  had  been  just  two  houses 
at  BHS.  To  serve  students  better,  a third  house  was  added, 
creating  an  entirely  new  position  tor  a third  housemaster. 

Ms.  Kelly  was  hired  as  the  third  housemaster, 
taking  over  Mr.  John  Hurstak's  role  as  housemaster  of  House 
1 as  he  became  the  housemaster  of  the  newly  created 
House  3. 

When  asked  what  her  initial  thoughts  of  BHS 
were,  she  immediately  replied  that  she  thought  it  was  a 
well  ordered  school,  with  an  obvious  climate  for  learning. 
Overall,  she  says  that  she  found  her  experience  at  BHS  to 
be  very  positive. 

One  of  the  biggest  challenges  she  has  faced  is 
not  knowing  students  on  an  individual  basis.  With  her  busy 
schedule  as  an  administrator,  there  is  little  time  for  associ- 
ating with  students  in  an  interacting  atmosphere.  She  hopes 
that  as  the  year  goes  on,  she  will  have  more  opportunities 
for  not  only  her  to  get  to  know  the  students,  but  also  for 
them  to  get  to  know  her.  She  also  hopes  that  students  will 
approach  her  with  any  concerns,  difficulties  or  problems 
they  may  have. 

According  to  Ms.  Kelly,  there  are  many  things 
about  BHS  that  make  it  unique  from  other  schools.  She 
believes  it  has  a strong  sense  of  pride  and  unity.  And  the 
students  have  reason  to  be  proud:  they  consistently  score 
well  on  SAT's,  MCAS  exams,  and  AP  exams.  In  addition  to 
its  strong  academic  standing,  BHS  prides  itself  on  its  past, 
keeping  traditions  such  as  Homecoming  going  year  after 
year. 

Outside  of  BHS,  Ms.  Kelly  has  a variety  of  inter- 
ests. She  enjoys  running,  going  to  the  gym,  and  bicycling. 
In  fact,  every  Saturday  morning  at  6:30  for  the  past  nine 
years  she  has  cycled  30  miles  with  the  same  group  of 
people.  She  also  enjoys  gardening  and  reading.  Family  is 
also  important  to  Ms.  Kelly  and  she  enjoys  spending  time 
with  her  20-year-old  daughter  and  17-year-old  son.  Her 
personal  motto  is  "without  risk  there  are  no  possibilities."

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In  March  of  1993,  the 
former  principal  of 
Middleboro  High  School 
walked  into  Braintree  High  to 
assume  the  position  of  head- 
master. He  had  worked  at 
Middleboro  for  1 2 years  and 
seven  years  before  that  as  the 
assistant  principal  of  North 
Attleboro  High  School.  His  first 
jobs  were  teaching  Biology  and 
Earth  Science  at  Natick  and 
Walpole  High  Schools.  For  the 
last  eight  and  a half  years,  Mr.  William 
Wassel  has  come,  seen,  and  conquered 
BHS  by  adding,  restructuring,  and  nour- 
ishing. He  is  a true  emblem  of  spirit 
and  encouragement  and  a great  asset 
to  our  school. 

When  he  first  came,  Mr.  Wassel  took 
on  the  responsibility  to  change  the 
school  to  what  it  is  today.  His  first  goal 
was  to  add  more  structure  to  the  open 
campus  life  and  instill  more  discipline, 
holding  students  more  accountable 
for  their  actions.  With  the  help  of 
the  faculty  and  the  school  commit- 
tee, the  school  handbook  was  re- 
written. He  supported  new  security 
measures,  which  include  video  cam- 
eras and  a security  booth  in  the  clas- 
sical foyer.  All  these  steps  were 
taken  to  enhance  the  learning  and 
social  environment  of  the  school. 

His  main  goal  was  to  increase  school 
spirit.  He  added  a banner  contest 
and  a rally  to  the  Homecoming  spirit  week.  More 
subtly,  but  more  importantly,  Mr.  Wassel  has  used,  what 
he  calls  "character  education"  to  promote  positive 
qualities,  such  as  honor,  honesty,  respect,  and  punc- 
tuality, in  the  students.  Along  with  his  encouragement, 
there  are  school  banners  that  read,  "Try  Your  Best," 

"Respect  Others,"  and  "Give  Your  Best  Effort."  Mr. 

Wassel  has  backed  more  activities  for  students  to  show 
off  their  wide  variety  of  talents,  such  as  the  talent  show, 
the  lip  sync,  and  the  Mr.  BHS  contest. 

Mr.  Wassel  wanted  to  increase  communication  between 
himself,  the  faculty,  the  students,  the  school,  and  the 
parents.  "I  want  to  be  open  so  the  students  are  able  to 
talk  to  me,"  he  said.  Mr.  Wassel  has  attended  numer- 
ous activities,  from  athletic  competitions  to  music  con- 
certs and  theater  performances,  in  order  to  cheer  on  the  students' 
efforts.  In  the  halls  he  can  be  seen  congratulating  a student  for 
good  grades  or  a senior  for  being  accepted  into  college.  In  the  past 
few  years,  the  school  has  presented  programs  to  address  racial 
discrimination,  drugs,  alcohol,  and  other  teen  problems.  He  has 
tried  to  keep  open  lines  of  communication  between  himself  and  the 
faculty.  He  instituted  "collegial  conversations,"  where  teachers  can

express  their  concerns  about  cur- 
riculum, classes,  and  their  work. 
Also,  Mr.  Wassel  has  increased 
communication  between  the  school 
and  the  parents.  There  have  been 
numerous  programs  for  parents  deal- 
ing with  teen  concerns,  and  a more 
active  PTO  has  been  organized.  He 
feels  that  the  school  is  trying  to  make 
sure  everyone,  students,  parents,  and 
faculty,  feels  good  about  Braintree  High 
School. 

Mr.  Wassel  has  pushed  for  upgrading 
the  curriculum  and  adding  new  pro- 
grams. He  noticed  the  school  lacked 
enough  support  for  the  at-risk  popula- 
tion at  BHS.  At  the  time,  there  was  only  one 
alternative  school,  but  there  needed  to  be  some- 
thing else  to  include  more  students.  Since  then. 
School  to  Work,  Aces,  and  the  Archers  programs 
have  flourished,  helping  almost  100  students 
through  high  school.  Also  lacking  was  the  num- 
ber of  Advanced  Placement  courses  for  level  one 
students.  Added  to  the  original  nine  were  Psychology,  Computer 

Science,  Chemistry,  Statistics,  Latin, 
Human  Geography,  and  next  year. 
Government.  With  the  newly  insti- 
tuted state  testing,  MCAS  strategies 
courses  have  also  been  developed. 
Mr.  Wassel  has  supported  the  new 
Marketing  and  Video  Tech  classes. 
"These  things,  I know,  are  going  to 
become  massive,"  he  explained.  In 
addition,  Mr.  Wassel  has  been  an  ad- 
vocate for  making  important  school 
events  more  special.  The  National  Honor  Society 
Induction  Ceremony,  the  Academic  Awards  Night,  the 
Scholarship  Night,  and  the  Post-Graduation  Party  have 
been  given  new  prominence.  To  honor  more  stu- 
dents at  commencement,  he  increased  the  number 
of  students  speakers  from  two  to  four.  All  of  these 
have  added  to  the  reputation  of  excellence  that  the 
Braintree  High  School  family  has  worked  hard  to 
achieve. 

"I  have  truly  enjoyed  my  job,"  Mr.  Wassel  exclaimed. 
"Everyone  should  be  proud  of  our  school  and  com- 
munity because  it  is  a good  one.  I am  proud  to  have 
been  part  of  it  for  eight  and  a half  years."  After 
retirement,  he  plans  on  continuing  to  work  as  an  edu- 
cational consultant.  He  also  wants  to  spend  more 
time  with  his  family.  We  are  extremely  grateful  to  have  had  Mr. 
Wassel  as  our  headmaster.  He  has  worked  tirelessly  to  encourage 
the  faculty  and  student  body  to  aim  for  high  goals,  and  he  has  set  a 
good  example  on  howto  achieve  them.  As  a personal  last  Wamps 
Call,  Mr.  Wassel  said,  "I  hope  people  who  have  known  me  feel 
that  I have  made  a difference."

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Volume  #59  of  the  Wompotuck  was  published  in  a limited  edition  of 
375  copies  with  160  pages  in  the  spring  book,  32  pages  of  which  were  in 
color.  An  additional  1 6 page  supplement  which  covered  activities  and  events 
that  occurred  after  the  February  deadline  were  delivered  in  the  fall.  The 
books  were  printed  by  Herff  Jones,  525  Boyds  School  Road,  Gettysburg,  PA, 
1 7325.  Mr.  John  Carrier  was  the  yearbook  representative. 

The  cost  of  the  edition  was  approximately  $25,000.00  to  publish. 
Individual  copies  were  sold  for  $45  prior  to  December  1 . Name  stamping 
was  available  at  an  extra  $3  cost. 

The  cover  was  designed  by  plant  artists.  It  was  produced  using  a 
four-color  litho  process.  Finished  pages  were  submitted  to  the  publisher  on 
zip  disks.  Page  layout  was  done  by  using  Adobe  Pagemaker  6.5  on  Hewlett 
Packard  computers  and  printers.  Copy  was  written  in  Future  Bk  Bt  and 
Papyrus  fonts  using  Microsoft  Word. 

Senior  portraits  and  photography  was  handled  by  McGrath  Studios, 
8 Elm  St.,  Braintree,  MA,  02 1 84.  Underclass  portraits  were  done  by  Maclean 
Stevens  Studios,  3 North  Spring  St.,  Concord,  NH,  03301 . McGrath  Studios 
also  provided  candids  for  each  section. 

Kate  Tangney  and  Laura  Eckelman  were  the  editors-in-chief.  Kimberly 
Olson  was  the  photo  and  design  editor.  Laura  Eckelman  was  the  copy 
editor.  Mrs.  Noreen  Sullivan  was  the  faculty  advisor.  Sections  were  produced
